‘tained the action taken by their feilow-colo- 
uists elsewhere in this cotony im opposition to 
said Bill, aud baving weil considered the 
reasons advanced while so doing; we now by 
this instrument fully endorse and heartily 
Support the resolutions, passed ata public 
meeting held at the Bonaparte house, Cache 
Creek, the 21st. day of April, 1871.. It is 
lik »wise further resolved that a copy of the 
aii resolutions shall accompany this docu- 
meut; and furthermore that the chairman 
of this meeting be empowered to transwit 
copies of the same to bis Excellency the Gov- 
ergor with the request, that he will be 
pleased to forward the same to the Priucipal 
Secretary of State for the colonies. In pro- 
posieg the above resolutions Mr. Key mude 
the following remarks: “What would they 
thiok of the man, who owuing a farm, would 
‘low his foreman to conduct the works, 
engage or discharge the ‘hands,’ and go to 
his «id without (the farmer’s) sanction and 
aguinst bis will? and what would they think 
ofithe law that would ‘compel the farmer to 
do this and to keep on his foreman and labor- 
ers whetber be wished itor not? Looking 
upon the colonists as a farmer, the governor 
as the foreman, and the officials as the 
‘hands,’ this was ‘exactly ‘the position in 
which the government wished to place the 
colony through the Permaneat Civil List 
Bill?’ Mr. George Dunne seconded. Sev- 
eral spoke in condemnation of the Bill, and 
the resolutions being put from the chair, 
they wete umanimonsly- accepted. A Vote of 
thanks was passed to the chairman and sec- 


@| retary, and to Mr. Dunne forthe use of his 


bar-room for the occasion. Mr, Dunne then 
proposed with a few brief and appropriate re- 
marks a vote of thanks to Mr. Kay for the 
publicspirit he had showa in bringing this 
important matter before the settlers.

Well the vote on this test motion was 94 for 
the Government, and 66 for Mr. Mackenzie's 
amendment—or a total of 160. Of the 21 
votes of absent members, or members who 
bad paired, 11 wonld have voted with the 
Government, go that the relative numerical 
strength of the two parties would not have 
been materially changed in a full House, 
Taking an avalysis of the votesby Provinces, 
which is ao old and favorite method of com- 
putin the sirength of a division, we find 
that the Government bad a majority from 
every Province but one. The tollowing is 
the exhibit; For the Government, Ontario, 
33; Quebec, 41; Nova Scotia, 9; New Bruns- 
wick,5; aod Mapitoba, 1, ‘Total, 94. For 
Mr. Mackenzie's amendment! Oatario, 36; 
Quebee, 20 ; Nova Bcotia 9; and New Bruus- 
wick, 7—total, 66, But this, while exhibit 
ing the numerical strength of tne parties, 
does not disclose the relative strength. The 
vote whieh sustained the Government was 
the vote ofa solid. and united party, the 
members of which have objects in common; 
but ia the 66 who voted aguinst the admiss- 
ion of British Columbia a:e comprised men 
who hold the most extreme and, opposite 
views on the great question of the day, and 
thereis no common: bond of sympathy and 
anion between thém, unless it be the desire 
to embarrass aud defeat the Government. 
Among the number there were eight who 
generally vote with the Goverament aud are 
reckoned as of ite supporters, and who per- 
haps, knowing that the Goverament was 
certain to receive.@ majority without their 
votes, were seised with a @t of independence 
probably having ia view the general election 
of 1872. There were some twenty four 
straight-spined Grite who, having in miad 
the instructions of George Brown and the 
fearful scourgings of the Globe, carefull 
watched from the back beaches which side ofa 
question Mr. Mackenzie controls uncer the 
direction:of Mr,, Geo. Brown, Then there 
was'the small- but compact lot of twelve 
which follow the lead of Messrs. Dorion aed 
Holton om ay question. From New Brons- 
wich there was a compact seven who vote 
on any and every money or great question 
against the Government, unless the question 
is peculiarly favorable to their own proviace. 
And three froui Nova Scotia will vote 
against the Governmént on any qdestion in 
which they bave an opporianity to show their 
small-minded and paliry opposition~to the 
working of Confederation. In.the balance 
of the 66, we have the ‘trimmers,’ a few 
who are consistently aod intelligently inde- 
pendent, and several who have been dis- 
appointed ia or out of office and whose statas 
it would be difficuit to explain. Then, on 
many questions there is the widest possible 
dilfereuce of views, even among the pvrovin- 
cial parties which usually act ia unisoa. 

For instance, it has frequently happeaed 
thatthe party led by Messrs. jon aod 
Hoiton have found it impossible to divide ov 
the sume side of questions with that led by 
Me Mackenzie, and oa the question of the 
immediate independence of the Dominion 
there is and must be a chasm to separate 
tuem ; and it is doubitul, even, ifthe Quebec 
Uppoasition is united on this peculiar question 
of Mr. Muntington’s. In fact, on general 
questions of ‘public policy, Mr, Mackenzie 
and his immediate followers are more in 
accord with the Govercment than they are 
with some of the parties who voted with 
them on Friday night. From thie it will be 
seen that the real strength of the Govern- 
ment is to be found in the compactness of 
their supporters, while the weakness of
